This fulſome polyglott Epitaph is upon his Monu- 
ment at Hemingford. He had a great deal of Enthu- 
ſiaſm in his Temper which diſcovered itſelf in various 
Circumſtances of his Life. He conſtantly maintain- 
ed that ſpiritual Sins, ſych as Pride, Defamation, &c. 
were more offenſive in the Eyes of God, than thoſe 
which ariſe from a too great Indulgence of the Senſes. 
He believed that Charity ſeldom or never went with»

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out its Re ward in this Life. And this Opinion pre- 
vailed ſo far with him that he has given his — Come 
to a Vagrant begging at the Door; and he uſed to re- 
late ſome extraordinary Retributions, conferred upon 
him by unknown Perſons for his Charities of this 
Kind. He was remarkable rather for the Quickneſs 
of his Wit, and the Happineſs of his Memory, than 
ſor the Solidity of his Judgement; infomuch that 
ſomebody recommended this Pun as an Inſcription fox 
his Monument ;

He hada prodigious Readineſs in writing and ſpeak- 
ing the Greek Tongue, and he himſelf tells us in his 
Preface to his Avaro x4]o7Jpw, that he found it much 
caliet to write in that Language than in Latin or even 
Engliſh ; ſince the Ornaments of Poetry are almoſt 
peculiar to the Greeks, and fince he had for many

The fine Hiſtory which Father Paul wrote from the 
Memoirs furniſhed him by Order of the Senate out of 
the Papers of all the Venetian Ambaſſadofs and De- 
puties who aſſiſted at that Council, drew upon him the 
Indignation of the Court of Rome ; and the di 
ble Truths which he braught to Light had very near 
coſt him his Life. Pope Urban 8. heating of this 
Epitaph, and being informed by the Biſbop of Monte- 
fiaſcone, his Nuncio at Venice, that the People looked 
upon Father Paul as a Saint, and that they were con- 


tinually bringing waxen *|'apers to his Tomb, and 


offering up ſmall votive Tables to his Memory, ordet- 
ed him to acquaint the Senate in expreſs Terms, 4

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he would excommunicate all Perſons guilty of ſuch 
Superſtitions ; eſpecially as Father Paul himſelf had 
formerly been excommunicated for not appearing in 
Perſon before the Tribunal of the Inquiſition at Rome. 
Ihe Senate, fearing that the Court of Rome might by 
Money find Means to carry off the Bones of this great 
Man, and treat them with Ignominy, thought proper 
to have a Conference with ſome of the Heads of the 
* Servites upon that Subject. The Reſult of the Con- 
ference was, that his Bones ſhould be dug up and bu- 
ried in ſome private Place of the Convent unknown 
to the People: And to take away all Subject of De- 
bate and Jealouſy from the Court of Rome, that this 
beautiful Epitaph (written by the noble ohn Antony 
Vnier ) ſhould be eraſed ; ſince which Time it is be- 
come very ſcarce. | 


* Areligious Order of the Church of Rome, found- 
ed about the Year 1233, by ſeven Florentine Mer- 
chants, who, with the Approbation of the Biſhop of 
Florence, renounced the World, and lived together in 
a religious Community on Mount Senar, two Leagues 
from that City. It is pretended that when they firſt 
appeared in the Black Habit given them by the Biſhop, 
the very Children at the Breaſt cried out, See th 
Servants of the Virgin; and that this Mirach deter- 
mined them to take no other Name than Servites, or 
Servants of the Virgin. There are alſo Nuns of this 
Order, who have ſeveral Monaſteries in Germany,

in Scotland, it ſeems, he was taken Priſoner, and, upon Ml * 
a Peace made, returned to the Court very poor and 4 
bare, ſpoiled of all, and his Body in a fickly and de- C 


cayed Condition, It was then that he reſolved to 
continue at home, and never go to the Wars again, 
At length he was taken into the Service of Robert Earl 
of Leiceſter, Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford; 
but found him not ſuch a Maſter as Surrey, being as 
much different as Gold is from Glaſs.— Mood does not

Prince Henry was about five Feet and eight Inches 
high, of a ſtrong and well proportioned Body; of an 
amiable Countenance; his Hair of an auburn Colour, 
and his Eye piercing *. He was ſober, chaſte, tem- 
perate, religious, and full. of Probity. He was never 
heard to ſwear, though the Example of his Father, 
and the whole Court, was but too apt to corrupt him 
in that Reſpect. He took great Delight in the Con- 
verſation of Men of Honour; and thoſe who were 
not reckoned as ſuch, were treated with the utmoſt 
Neglect at his Court. He was naturally gentle and 
affable ; though his Behaviour had a noble Statelineſs, 
without Affectation, which commanded Eſteem and 
Reſpect. He ſhowed a warlike Genius in his paſ- 
ſionate Fondneſs for all martial Exerciſes, A French 
Ambaſſador, coming to take his Leave of him, ſound 
him toſſing a Pike; and aſked him what Service he 
would command to his Maſter ; the Prince deficed 
im to tell him what he was then doing. In ſhort, tho 
he was eighteen Years old when he died, no Hiſtorian 
las caſt the leaſt Imputation on his Character +.

William Prynne, was a moſt noted. and frequent 
Writer of his Time. He was born at Swain, wick 
near Bath in Somerſetſhire, Anno. 1600, educated at

of Oriel College, Anno. 1616, took one Degree in 
Arts in 16a, and then ent to Lincoln s-Inn, where 
he began, by the Inſtigation of Dr. Jahn Prefton, then 
:LeQurer there, to małe himſelf obnoxious, to, molt 
moderate and thinking People. He was a right ſtur- 
dy and doughty Champion for the Cauſe, a ,Purjtan 
Boutefeu, an inveterate Enemy againſt the Hierachy 
of Biſhops, and a buſy pragmatical- and meddling 
Man without End. In 1633, he Was ſentenced. for 
his Hi/tr:omaſlix in which he reflected on the Queen, 
to pay 50001. to the King, to be expelled the Uni- 
verſity, and Lincoln - Inn, to be degraded from - his 
Profeſſion in the Laws, to ſtand twice in the Pillory, 
and to loſe an- Ear; this was accordingly executed. 
In 1637, for other Libels he received the followi 
Sentence, to be fined 50001. to the King, to loſe 
the Remainder of his Ears in the Pillory, to be 
branded on both Cheeks. with the Letters 8. L. for L 
a Schiſmatical:Libeller, and to be impriſoned 'perpe- II 
tually. In 1640, he was releaſed by the Houſe of Ill ;; 
Commons. He was firſt a Friend and then an Ene- Il ; 
my to O. Cromwell. After being elected for Bath in 0 
1660, and again in 1661, he publiſhed a ſeditious WW | 
Pamphlet againſt the Houſe of Commons; for which Ill ;, 
tho? (as Sir Edt. Turner, the Speaker, told him) be Wl .. 
deſerved all his Puniſhments over again, yet as he had IM ,, 
greatly ſerved his Majeſty, and exprefſed-much Sor- WW 1; 
row for it, the Houſe ſhewed Mercy unto him. Al Il 
that he wrote afterwards was Theological, Hiſtorical, ft 
'Controverflal, &c. but no Libels.— He died at Lin- 
goln',- Inn, October 29, 1669, and was buried in the 
Walk under the Chapel there, which ſtands upon 
Pillars.

Alexander VI. appointed Adrian his 
principal Secretary and Vicar General in Spirituals 
and Temporals ; and as a farther Mark of Eſteem ill © 
and Confidence, created him a Cardinal Prieft, with 
the Title of St. Chryſagonus, in 1503. Under the 
Pontificate of Julius 2, who ſucceeded Alexander, I 
having taken ſome Diſguſt, or becauſe he diftruſted . 
that Pope, who was a declared Enemy of his WW 4 
Predeceſſor, he voluntarily baniſhed himſelf from WF © 
Rome, and did not return, till the Holding a Conclave be 
for the Election of a new Pope; into which, tho it! 
was already ſhut, he was admitted, and probably gave WM” 
his Voice for the Election of Leo X. Soon after be 
. unhappily became privy to a Conſpiracy againft the 
Pontiff, which being diſcovered, Adrian was con- 
demned to pay 125,000 Ducats, and to give a ſolemn 
| Promiſe that he would not ſtir out of Rome: But 
whether he was unable to diſcharge fo heavy a Fine, 
or apprehended farther Severities, he withdrew pn 
vately from that City: Whereupon he was declare 
excommunicated, and deprived not only of the C 


dinalate, and all his Benefices, but even of bis N 
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ſiaſtical Orders. He was at Venice, when he received 
the diſagreeable News of his Condemnation ; but what 
became of him afterwards, or 'when and where he 
died is uncertain z though. it is pretended he took Re-

He ac- 
quired a very great Reputatlon by the Comments he 
compoſed on the Body of the Law. It is faid that 
de begun but late to ſtudy the Law; aud that he was 
9 Years of Age when he firſt attended the Lectures 
t the famous Azo. He had applied himſelf before 
tat Time to other Studies. The Progreſs he made 
in the Civil Law was ſo great, that he became a fa- 
nous Profeſſor in that Science, which he taught at 
Du,; and afterwards burying himſelf in Retire- 
ment, he compoſed the perpetual Comment on the whale 
Law, which appeared ſo convenient and uſeful to 
oung Students, that the former Gloſſes were no more 
hoken of, which doubtleſs were not ſo well diſpoſed 
or ſo compleat. Some think that the Contradictions + 
ch are obſerved in Acurſius, do not proceed * 
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his Inconſtaney, or a Defect of Memory, but from this, 
viz. That in reporting the different Opinions of thoſe, 
who had preceded him, he had diſtinguiſhed them only 
by the initial Letters of their Names; which Letten 
diſappearing in ſeveral Places, was the Cauſe of his 
Readers taking that for his Opinion, which he only pro- 
duced in Proof of another's Sentiments. Some Critics, 
great Lovers of polite Language, have exclaimed with 
. againſt the barbarous Stile of this Author; 
but the general Opinion is, that he was a Man of ex- 
quiſite Genius, and that his Defects proceeded from 
the Age wherein he lived. He died in the Leu

After divers Accuſations he prevailed with the King, 
according to Rymer, to grant him Letters of Pardon 
for all O by him committed, conttary to the 
Statute of Proviſors, and other Af of Præmunire. 
This Pardon is dated at Feftminſter, Faly 19, 1432. 
Five Years after he procured another Pardon under 
the Great Seal, for all ſorts of Crimes whatever from 
the Creation of the World to the 26th of Fuly, 1437. 
He died the 11th of June, 1447, having furvived the 
Duke of Glouceſter but a Month; of whoſe Murder, 
being always his profeſt Enemy, he was ſuſpected to 
have been one of the Contrivers. He left vaſt Sums 
to Charity, and, if Harpsfield may be believed, 
400,000 J. to the Priſons of London in particular. 
The Generality of our Hiſtorians give Beaufort the

He was Preceptor to Hen- 
ry de Bourbon, Prince of Conde; then of Louis the 
Dauphin, who reigned afterwards under the Name of 
Louis 13. Le Fevre lived in Retirement with all the 
Elegance of a Courtier, and at Court with the Can- 
dour and Simplicity of an Anchorite.
